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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report. 

Accompanying  this  Report  is  the  last  report  of  Mr. 
Briddick  who  has  been  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Rural  District 
for  25  years.  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  paying 
my  tribute  to  Mr.  Briddiek’s  work  and  of  expressing  my  great 
regret  that  I  shall  not  have  the  privilege  of  working  with  him 
any  longer. 

The  year  1948  marks  the  beginning  of  the  working  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act.  This,  directly  or  indirectly, 
materially  affects  the  work  of  all  local  authorities.  I  have 
therefore  given  in  the  report  an  account  of  all  the  health  services 
provided  under  the  Act  in  the  district.  It  is  too  early  to  make 
any  critical  comment  of  the  way  in  which  the  services  have  so 
far  worked  but  I  hope  the  report  will  give  the  Committee  a 
general  idea  of  the  organisation. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  say  how  much  I  have 
appreciated  the  co-operation  of  the  Council’s  officials  and  the 
kindness  and  support  of  the  Committee.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Medical  Research  Council’s  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  in  Wakefield.  The  Service  is  compre¬ 
hensive  and  free. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

On  July  5th  the  County  Council  took  over  all  the  ambulance 
services  of  the  County  districts.  Under  the  National  Health  Service 
this  is  a  free  service.  Unfortunately  there  has  been  a  tendency  to 
overload  it.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  general  public  will  come  to 
appreciate  their  responsibilities  for  keeping  the  service  available  for 
those  whose  need  is  real,  by  calling  upon  it  as  little  as  possible.  The 
difficulties  of  the  service  have  been  enhanced  by  the  high  wastage  of 
old  vehicles  inherited  from  some  authorities  and  the  difficulty  in 
getting  new  vehicles.  The  situation  in  this  respect  is  slowty 
improving. 


Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

On  July  5th  this  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Leeds 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  During  the  year  there  was  no  change  in 
the  arrangements  for  the  use  of  Carr  Gate  Isolation  Hospital. 
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General  Hospital  Facilities. 

The  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  took  over  on  July  5th  all 
the  general  hospitals  usually  patronised  by  the  people  of  the  Rural 
District. 

It  is  evident  that  this  Region  suffers  in  the  general  shortage  of 
beds,  particulary  for  the  chronic  sick.  The  establishment  of  a  bed 
bureau  would,  I  believe,  go  far  to  assist  doctors  in  finding  accom¬ 
modation  for  this  type  of  case  and  for  emergencies. 


Domiciliary  Nursing. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County  Couucil 
took  over  the  work  of  the  District  Nursing  Association  on  July  5th. 
There  were  five  such  Associations  in  the  Rural  District  —  Crofton, 
Crigglestone,  Bretton  &  Woolley,  Walton  &  Sitlington.  Generally 
speaking  there  have  been  few  changes  in  the  service  under  the 
County  Council.  It  has  been  possible  to  extend  it  to  Sharlston 
which  previously  was  not  covered.  In  accordance  with  the  policy  of 
the  Council,  nurses  doing  additional  duties  such  as  Health  Visiting 
and  Midwifery  are  being  relieved  of  these  duties.  Efforts  are  also 
being  made  to  obtain  cars  for  those  nurses  without  them  and  this 
will  add  greatly  to  their  comfort  and  efficiency. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

The  centre  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  is  at  Clayton 
Hospital,  Wakefield. 


Maternity  Services. 

Institutional  Accommodation  was  taken  over  by  the  Leeds 
Regional  Board  as  part  of  the  hospital  service.  The  County  Medical 
Officer  continued  bj^  arrangement  with  the  Board  to  administer 
the  booking  arrangements  for  institutions  formerly  under  the 
County  Council. 

Under  this  system  priority  is  given  to  complicated  cases,  those 
with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions  and  those  having  their  first 
babies.  Recommendations  are  made  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  report  of  the  doctor  or  nurse  concerned  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer’s  Department.  Here  applications  from 
all  divisions  are  collated  and  the  available  accommodation  booked. 
On  the  whole  this  system  has  worked  satisfactorily  though  with  the 
present  shortage  of  beds  there  are  bound  to  be  some  disappointments. 
Of  the  373  births  in  the  Rural  District,  194  were  born  in  institutions. 
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Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

There  are  four  of  these  clinics  operating  in  the  district  — 
Middlestown,  Crofton,  Sharlston  and  Crigglestone.  The  first  three 
are  held  fortnight]}7  and  the  last  monthly.  Dr.  I.  Hargreaves, 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  acts  as  Medical  Officer  to  these 
clinics.

The  provision  of  a  free  medical  service  for  maternity  has  led 
many  people  to  think  that  having  booked  a  doctor  for  her  confine¬ 
ment,  a  mother  has  no  need  to  attend  an  ante-natal  clinic,  This 
was  not  the  intention  behind  the  plan.  A  doctor  booked  by  an 
expectant  mother  undertakes  to  carry  out  at  least  one  ante- natal 
examination,  to  attend  the  confinement  if  he  considers  it  necessary 
and  to  make  one  post  natal  examination.  Modern  ante-natal 
practice  involves  several  ante-natal  examinations,  examinations  of 
the  blood,  urine  and  blood  pressure  repeatedly.  Most  general 
practitioners  are  too  busy  to  do  all  this.  The  intention  of  the 
medical  planners  was  that  the  resources  of  the  ante-natal  clinic 
should  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  doctor  in  his  general  supervision  of 
the  case. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  much  of  the  improvement  in 
maternal  and  infant  mortality  and  the  still  birth  rates  is  due  to 
advances  in  our  knowledge  of  nutrition  and  the  blood,  which  is 
applied  in  the  work  of  the  ante-natal  clinics. 


Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  whole  time  midwives  and  six 
district  nurses  doing  midwifery  in  the  Rural  District.  Between 
them  they  delivered  1 52  cases  as  midwives  and  27  cases  as  maternity 
nurses.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  the  percentage  of  children 
infected  varies  from  school  to  school.  It  also  varies  from  time  to 
time  in  the  same  school.  I  believe  that  the  persistence  of  the  school 
nurses  in  this  work  is  leading  slowly  to  an  improvement. 


Home  Help  Service. 

The  purpose  of  this  service  is  to  supply  domestic  assistance  to 
families  where  the  mother  is  confined  at  home  and  in  other  cases 
where  for  one  reason  or  another  the  mother  is  unable  to  continue 
her  household  duties.  The  service  is  not  free  but  the  scale  of 
assessment  for  recovery  of  charges  is  a  generous  one,  and  in  many 
cases  no  charge  is,  in  fact,  made. 

The  service  is  run  on  a  divisional  basis,  helpers  being  required 
to  work  anywhere  in  the  division  within  reasonable  travelling  time 
of  their  homes. 

Women  who  have  the  time  and  the  vocation  for  this  important 
form  of  social  work  are  hard  to  find,  and  as  the  service  becomes 
better  known  the  demand  for  it  strains  our  resources  to  the  utmost. 
It  is  therefore  important  in  this  sphere  as  in  others  in  our  system  of 
social  service  that  it  should  be  used  economically  so  that  those  whose 
need  is  real  do  not  call  upon  it  in  vain.

The  quality  of  the  water  is  checked  frequently  and  regularly 
and  with  one  exception  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
The  exception  was  the  Woolley  Colliery  area  where  during  August 
and  September,  a  number  of  samples  showed  a  varying  amount  of 
sediment  and  annelid  worms.  The  bacterial  counts  were  also 
significantly  high  though  there  was  never  at  any  time  evidence  of 
faecal  contamination.  The  trouble  was  eventually  traced  to  the 
cleaning  of  a  reservoir  at  the  Penistone  Waterworks  which  was  the 
source  of  some  of  the  water  provided  by  the  Darton  U.D.C. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  5380  houses  with  a  piped 
water  supply  and  27  houses  without.  Of  these  14  have  demolition 
orders  on  them  and  the  remainder  have  no  water  mains  within 
reasonable  distance. 

There  have  been  shortages  of  water  from  time  to  time  in  a 
number  of  places  particularly  Notton  and  Sitlington.  Schemes  are 
in  hand  to  correct  the  deficiencies  in  these  areas.

Housing. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  in  the  Council’s  area  during  the 
year  is  148.  Further  particulars  about  these  are  given  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

It  will  also  be  seen  from  the  Inspector’s  report  (Housing 
Statistics,  Section  C)  that  Demolition  Orders  were  made  on  18 
houses  and  of  these  8  were  demolished.  It  is  the  intention  to  get 
the  remaining  10  demolished  when  the  present  tenants  are  rehoused. 
In  the  meantime,  if  defects  arise  in  these  houses  it  is  very  difficult 
to  get  anything  done  to  rectify  the  trouble.  From  my  experience  of 
these  and  similar  cases,  I  consider  it  most  inadvisable  to  condemn 
houses,  however  bad  their  condition  may  be,  unless  and  until  there 
is  an  immediate  prospect  of  rehousing  the  tenants.  This  entails 
close  co-operation  between  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committees.

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As  will  be  seen,  measles  continued  to  be  prevalent  in  the  area, 
there  being  299  notifications  compared  to  284  last  year.

Scarlet  Fever  notifications  fell  from 
102  to  88  this  year.  The  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  also  fell 
from  62  to  84. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year  240  children  received  a  full  immunizing  course, 
and  15  children  received  reinforcement  doses. 

The  total  number  of  children  in  the  Wakefield  Rural  District 
who  have  completed  a  full  course  of  immunisation  at  any  time  up 
to  81st  December,  1948  is  1,466. 

This  represents  35'3  per  cent,  of  the  total  population. 


Vaccination. 

During  the  year  58  under  1  year,  4  aged  between  1  —  4  years 
and  1  over  14  received  primary  vaccination.

IMPROVEMENTS  EFFECTED,  Year  1948. 
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Disinfections. 


Disinfections  are  carried  out  by  workmen  specially  trained  for 
this  work  and  the  method  adopted  is  spraying  with  Formaldy-hyde 
and  Formalin  Lamps.  During  the  year  110  disinfections  were 
carried  out  by  this  method.  In  the  case  of  verminous  houses, 
de-infestation  is  done  by  spraying  with  a  special  insecticide  and 
fumigation  with  sulphur  candles. 


Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  for  use  in  houses  where  a  case  of 
infectious  disease  has  occurred  and  where  Tuberculosis  patients 
reside.  Stores  for  the  supply  of  disinfectants  are  situated  in  each 
of  the  Townships  and  supplies  are  issued  on  the  production  of  a 
note  signed  either  by  myself  or  the  disinfector.

The  total  cost  of  house  refuse  collection,  cleansing  of  cesspools, 
and  collection  of  waste  paper,  rags  and  bones,  was  ^5292  Os.  Od. 
throughout  the  district  during  the  period  1st  April,  1948.  The 
income  to  the  Cleansing  Department  for  waste  paper,  rags  and 
bones,  and  for  work  done  to  Private  Cesspools  was  ^417  Os.
